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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Chau et al. reference 
teaches to use in an intrinsic channel region in combination with specific materials for the gate electrode, and one of ordinary skill would 
be unable to fashion a gate electrode of the required materials without shorting out source and drain regions. This is not found convincing 
because one can make a straight-forward substitution of material without changing the structure of the prior art device. For example, in 
figure 3 of Miyazawa, one could make the lower part of the gate electrode 8 of, say, TiN, and the upper contact layer (indicated as a line 
and a circle at the top of the gate electrode) could be heavily doped polysilicon, as desired by Chau et al. Or one could make the lower 
part of the gate electrode 8 of Miyazawa of two sublayers, each of different materials, with the upper layer (the line with the circle) being 
whatever material is used for wiring, such as heavily doped polysilicon. The same analysis would hold for the Egawa device. Simple 
material substitution would not give rise to any shorting out of anything. And if for some reason a short did occur, one of ordinary skill 
would have sufficient skill to figure out that a short is undesirable, and would design the device such that no shorting would occur, for 
example, using insulating structures as shown in each of the three references, none of which teach anywhere any shorting of source and 
drain. . 
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
